An article of recent date in the New York Times 
regarding the decline in Manhattan Elevated 
stock may furnish material for consideration by 
elevated railway investors.

The cable roads give a speed which, except 
for very long distances. meets the wuantsof the 
average city rider, and since hecan get on the 
cars at any point along their route he saves the 
time spent in walking to a railroad station. 
Hence the time actually required to get from his 
start to destination may be no longer for average 
distances on the cable cars than on the railroad. 
For short distances there is a saving. There- 
fore be has no inducement to take the 
railroad, and climb upstairs to do it, 
in order to gain time. But suppose he lives 
off the lines of the cable cars, which are also the 
lines of the elevated roads. He then goes to a 
cross-tuwn line, pays his five cents, and gets a 
transfer ticket and rides to the junction with a 
cabie line. Here his ticket carries him up or 
down town to his destination. He has made the 
double ride forthe single five-cent fare, and 
with no stair-climbing to do. Had he taken 
the elevated road he would have had to 
climb stairs and pay two fures besides. The 
system of transfer tickets among the surface 
roads is only partially developed so far, but it is 
working with such success that all lines which 
cross each other will doubtless be soon included 
in common transfer arrangements.

2 According to a general order issued to- 

ay the annual ailotment a soldier for all 
target practice hereafter will be $6 for a cav- 
ulryman and $4.50 for an infantryman. Re- 
loading service ammunition by treops will be 
discontinued, and instead company com- 
manders will have the empty metallic shells 
shipped to Frankford Arsensal, Pu., for re- 
loading. Instructions have also been deemed 
necessary in regard to the treatment of empty 
shells, as shown by the following order: 

As soon as practicable after firing decap the 
shells and throw them into water. The. clean- 

will be much facilitated if the shell can be 
thrown into water immediately after firing. Then 
clean the inside thoroughly with a brush wiper 
or piece of rag on the end of a wiping stick; dry 
and place iousely in empty ammunition boxes. 

These shells will bear about 100 firings 
without resizing. After firing 100 times they 
may be sent in lots to the Frankford Arsenal 
for inspection and resizing, and will then, if 
serviceabie, be returned to the commanding 
officers of companies.

The 
news of the spread of the disease has caused 
considerable alarm and it is estimated over 


5.000 people were vaccinated today. Dr. War- 


ring. Superintendent of the colored schools of 
the Eighth District, reported that several col- 
ored children who had been exposed to the con- 
tagion had been dismissed from school. 
Supt. Warring has also diemissed from 
school all children who have not been 
vaccinated within the last five years. An agent 
of the Health Department visited the Interior 
Department and Secretary Smith issued an 
order requiring all employés to be vaccinated. 
The force at the department were in a consider- 
able panic today and many persons absented 
themselves entirely from the buiiding. their 
scare being due to the fact three of the smallpox 
victims are emp.oyed there. An order has been 
issued closing all the rooms in which the persons 
afflicted with smailpox worked. and all persons 
engaged in the rooms have been given leave of 
absence and orders to stay away from the de- 
partment.

“Up by the Banks=City Officials and 
County Treasurer Confer, and the Lat- 
ter Says He Has Less than $200,000 


for the City—Ald. Madden’s Statement. 


According to a statement made by Con- 
troller Ackerman yesterday, the city has $100, - 
000 with which to meet the October pay 
roll and general expenses. The last of the 
demand loans was taken up by the banks yes- 
terday, the amount being $150,000, and the 
entire indebtedness, so far as demand loans 
are concerned, has been wiped out. Mayor 
Hopkins ie now casting about to find some 
way to meet expenses. Mayor Hopkins, Con- 
troller Ackerman, City Collector Bran- 
decker, City Treasurer SBranstield, Cor- 
poratron Counsel Rubens, and Coun- 
ty Treasurer Kern had a con- 
ference for the purpose of discussing plans as 
to how to raise money to tide the city over 
until the license money came in and the 
money due from the County Treasurer was 
received. It is understood it was the idea of 
Mayor Hopkins and the Controller that there 
was enough money belonging to the city in 
the hands of the County Treasurer to meet the 
payments due the first of the month. Mr. 
Kern at the time of the conference was unable 
to furnish the Mayor with exact figures, but, it 
is understood, later in the day he sent word 


over to the City Hail that there was less than 


$200,000 in his hands belonging to the city. 
He also signified a willingness to turn 
this money over today or tomorrow. It was 
generally believed the funds in Mr. Kern’s 
possession were considerably greater than the 
a nouat named, it even being said Mr. Kern 
had in his possession $1,000,000 belonging 
to the city. Mr. Kern said this was a mistake, 
and had a balance struck off which will be be. 
fore the Finance committee this afternoon. 
It is the apparent intention of the admin- 
istration to justify itself in having borrowed 
money from the banks, and to shift the re- 
sponsibility by showing precedents as to thé 
acts of former administrations in reference to 
doing business in this way. An elaborate re- 
portin reply to Ald. Kent’s resolution 
been prepared for the Finance committee, 
which will meet this afternoon. 


Claims of Precedents. 


This report, it is, stated, plunges into his- 
tory and it is claimed a number of precedents 
have been found in the records of the Con- 
troller’s office for having negotiated the loans. 
It is not ex this report will contain any 
exhaustive statement regarding the padding 
of pay-rolis or point out any places where 
economy might have been practiced instead 
of extravagance. The report, however, will 
have something to say regarding the tinancial 
poliey of the present administration. It 
was predicted a day or two ago when 
the banks commenced to 1 their 
loans and it was known Mayor Hopkins was 
face to face with a financial crisis, that finan- 
cial statements showing a rosy condition of 
affairs would promptly follow. It is claimed 
if economy had been practiced and the pay- 
rolls had not been stuffed and contractors 
treated so liberally it would not have been 
necessary to borrow from the banks. The 
loans were made in amounts from $50,000 
to $100,000, and it 
definitely known when the 
was made, but it is understood 
to have been either in May or in June. 
practice continued from time the loans 
were recalled, the Controller, from time to 
time, return as ufuch of the money as the 
condition of affairs warranted, and at the time 
Ald. Kent introduced his resoiution the 
amount borrowed in excess of what had been 
paid was $550,000. The total amount of 
these loans will not be known to the public 
until this afternoon, when the financial state- 
ment is given out, but it is estimated they 
will te over $1,000,000. 

Several prom 
with the firancial affairs of the city have re- 
peatedly stated within the last week there was 
no instance on record of the Mayor and Con- 
troller haymg borrowed money, from the 
banks. This statement has been as orous- 
ly denied as it was made, and itis now claimed 
the record of the Controiler’s office shows it 
has been done and the statement of the Con- 
troller tothe Finance committee this after- 
noon will recite these incidents. 

Ald, Madden’s Statement. 

Regarding this matter Ald. Madden made 
this statement yesterday : 

For twenty years the records of the Controller's 
office show it has been customary for the Con- 
troller and Chairman of the Finance committee 
to make such arrangements as would tide the 
city over any temporary difficulty. About the 
legality of this custom I raised a question which 
brought an opinion from Rubens to the effect

Controller did not seek to borrow money in ex- 
cess of the appropriations I could see no reason 
why he should not be permitted to do it. In 
other words, the total amount ex- 
pended by the administration for any 
given year was not in excess of the 
amount appropriated for that year. 
I held that any temporary loan did not create a 
new liability and to that extent I felt justified 
and still feel justified in the attitude assumed. I 
feit that it wus better to owe three or four banks 
the shortage between the general fund and the 
tax levy, which dggregates about $1,250,000, 
than it would be to owe 3,000 or 4,000 peo- 
ple who have done busi- 
ness with city. and to whom 
bills were due, ranging from $50 to $5,000, as 
the case might be. j / 

What He Calls the Difference, 


What I mean by the difference between the tax 
levy and the general fund is this: The amount 
received from general taxes, including the assess- 
ments on real estate personal property, ag- 
gregates $4,800,000 annually. This amount is 
appropriated to the different departments, and 
is not collected until the followmg year 
after it is appropriated. Pending its col- 
lection the busſueses of the city must 
be conducted and the bills paid. One general fund 
or bank account, which consists of the savings of 
the various departments from year to year, ag 
gregates $3,600,000. This is what we have wit 
which to pay the amount of our appropriation un- 
til we receive the tax money ; hence the shortage 
above referred to. If it seems to be ws and ju- 
dicious not to borrow money temporai ily to cover 
the difference between the general fund 

the tax levy 1 certainly have 
no disposition to borrow it or assist in 
borrowing it and I shall be glad to leave the 
matter to the judgment of the Council as to what 
shall or will be done in the future. I had no idea 
of assuming nor do I wish to assume any extraor- 
dinary powers. My only desire was is and 
will continue to be to serve the public 
and conserve its interests to the best 
of my judgment and ability. 


The Necessity Existed. 


The necessity for borrowing this money existed 
largely because of the failure of the County Col- 
lector to pay over to the city the money in his 
possession every ten days, as required by the 
statutes. The Town Collector ns to collect 
the general taxes Dec. 15 each year, and the 
taxes which they are then collecting were appro- 
riated the preceding January. For exampie, if 
$3,400.00 was appropriated in January, 1894, 
or the maintenance of the Poli De- 
partment the proportion 
coming from the general tax 
commerce to come into the hands of the Town 
Collectors from the people until December, 1894.

President Cleveland is a good deal of a par- 
tisan, but he felt himself obliged to issue the 
order, which Marshal Bede felt he could not 
obey, in order to carry out the spirit of the 
law and to secure the efficiency of the civil 
service. The President thought that the of. 
tieers of ‘he goverhment owed duties to the 
people, and that if they believed their duties 
to the Democratic party were of more im- 
portance then they ought to leave places 
where they were required to work for Repub- 
licatis and Democrats alike and where their 
salaries were paid by both. 

The President has acted properly. The let- 
ter of the Attorney-General ie an excellent 
one. It is lucky for the Marshal that he re- 
signed. Otherwise he would doubtless have 
been dismissed. As it is there is no danger of 
his shooting some one while in the public 
service and running the risk of goingto the 
penitentiary. If he gets into any scrapes he 
will do so in a private capacity. 

But blameworthy as the conduct of this ex- 
Marshal was heis a saint as compared with 
Hopkins. When the former neglected his 
duties under the judiciary to plunge into 
partisan politics, probably he did not take 
more than two or three employés along with 
him. If he helped the cause with money he 
could not give more than his own salary. But 
Hopkins has abandoned his post as Mayor for 
partisan work and has taken with “him from 
twelve to fifteen thousand city e:mployés, or 
rather tax-eaters. He has at his disposal 
taxes amounting to $12,000,000. He uses a 
liberal share of those taxes to pay the men 
who are nominally city employés but who 
are really his henchmen, and who are re- 
quired to pay much of their excessive talaries 
over to the campaign fund. 

What justification has Hopkins for doing on 
so grand a scale something which the Demo- 
cratic President of the United States thinks 
so worthy of condemnation when done on a 
small scale by a Federal employee? Where in 
the charter or the ordinances does the Mayor 
find any authority for his conduct? When he

WHAT THE DEMOCRATS WANT TO DO, 

Mr. Wilson, in his London speech of Sept. 
27, thus referred to the Deniocratic move- 
ment for the breaking down of protection to 
home industry in the United States: 


Our protectionists have been building defenses 
to keep you and other nations from competing 
with us in cur home market. The tariff reform- 
ers are breaking down these defenses. 


And Franklin MacVeagh, in accepting the 
Democratic nomination for United States 
Senator, June 27, expressed his intentions 
and hopes in the following language: 

Now, a country that has for thirty years and 
more artificialized all of the manufactories and 
all the commerce of the country cannot, in my 
estimation, turn upon its heel and take every 
prop at once from under these stilted industries. 
Therefore I have been a tariff reformer simply 
a man who believes in a progressive but constant 
ap proach toward free trade [applause], and that 
has been my belief, and with my convictions I 
tell you frankly I have simply had to restrain my 
own views to the situation; aud while I have 
been a tariff reformer, and have thought tariff 
reform as promulgated by the Democratic party 
the wisest thing that could be done, I have nover 
lost the hope, and I have the hope. and believe 
stronger than ever that I should not only live to 
see but that I would see it before I was too old 
to enjoy it, to see trade in America as free as its 
men are free. 


These extracts show the desires and inten- 
tions of leading Democrats in case they are 
allowed to dictate the commercial policy of 
the American people. They consider the 
work of “breaking down the defenses” as 
but partially accomplished. They object to 
the 600 amendments which the Senate made 
to the Wilson tariff bill because they produced 
@ measure which was milder in its character 
than was the document they amended. Wil. 
son, MacVeagh, and other Democratic leaders 
want to get rid of the modified protection fur. 
nished by the Senate bill. They propose to 
change all this,“ to make another cut and 
then another, and to keep on cutting till the 
free trade knife has reached to the bone and 
American industry is left with no protection 
atall from the competition of semi-pauper- 
ized European labor and is reduced to a level 
with the Old World scale of wage compensa- 
tion. 

Who and what are these two men that they 
should assume to dictate such an important 
change in our industrial conditions? The 
first is purely an impractical theorist, who as 
professor in a boys’ academy in West Virginia 
got hold of some bad text book on political 
economy, taught his pupils from it, and ar- 
rived at the conclusion that no practical ex- 
perience and no knowledge of business what- 
ever were needed for the study ofthe problem, 
but that the country ought to have free trade 
regardless of its effects on the industries of 
the people. The other man, MacVeagh, is in 
a business which was favorably affected ty 
the reduction in the tariff, because it raised 
the price of all the sugar he had on 
hand. He calculates that he would be bene. 
fited by the tariff going still nearer to free 
trade, because after the Democrats have 
taken off the duties on all competing goods 
they, of course, will begin to put duties on 
coffee, tea, spices, and other articies he has in 
stock, thus adding to his profits. 
facts constitute them fit and proper persons 
to lead in a movement traught with such tre- 
mendous consequences to the Nation as are 
involved in a ghange from protection to free 
trade? 

The people of the United States principally | 
are composed of three classes, the agricuitur- 
al, the commercial, and the manufacturing.

systematic neglect was no cause for his dis- 
missal or even for reproof?

It is for 
the sake of manipulating votes that rich and 
poor alige are to have the assessments on 
their property increased and their taxes 
pushed up nearer to the mark at which they 
could not be paid at all. And those higher 
taxes are not to insure eificient service, The 
greater the number of loafing and bumming 
employés the greater will be the inattention 
to real duty and devotion to the corrupt prac- 
tices which too often secure the election of 
bad men to office, because they will see to it 
that the bumming element has control of the 
minor ones. If present taxes could be quad.- 
rupled the interests of the taxpayers would 
not be served a whit better so long as present 
methods prevailed in the municipal admiuis- 
tration. 


WHY THIS SECRET BORROWING BY THE 
cITY? 

Why are the city authorities borrowing 
money at this time of the year, and it they 
must borrow why do not they do it in a law. 
ful instead of an il'egal manner. If the city 
has to anticipate the collection of taxes there 
is a legitimate way in which to do it. Why 
was not that way followed instead of adopt- 
ing one which the banks who are recalling the 
loans they made admit they have found out 
is not in accorddnce with law. 

Why the secrecy about this loan of 8800. 
000? Ifthe money was needed because of 
defective laws, or because the County 
Treasurer could not be induced to settie with 
the city, there would be nothing to be 
ashamed of in making a loan. The publicity 
given to the transaction would only call at- 
tention to the defects of the law or the mis. 
conduct of the collector, 

Mystery means maladministration. It 
means that the city officers do not think it 
safe to trust the people with a knowledge of 
the true state of the city’s finances. It means 
that it isdeemed best to keep the people in 
ignorance of the reason fora lack of money 
at this time of the year, so soon after the 
close of the tax sales. 

What has become of the city's working 
capitul” which was saved up under previous 
administrations, beginning with Heath, for 
the purpose of remedying in good part the 
vicious system of collecting taxes? Has it all 
been used up at this time in the year, with no 
money in sight until the December saloon 
license money begins coming in? Why can- 
not there be a clear, intelligent statement of 
the financial condition of the municipality? 

Is it the extravagance of the present adwin- 
istration that has eaten up the funds of the 
city and prompted this secret borrowing?

Another Side of the Question. 

Mr. Bowers then presented another side of 
the question. He said strikes were a new 
thing and therefore, like insnrance 
affairs of the public domain, had given 
rise toa new growth in the la w. But no new prin> 
ciples of justice had been introduced. Strikes, 


he said, were sometimes lowful and right, but 


they were also sometimes unlawful and wrong. 
When attacked by injunction, the writ was 
not leveled at the strike itself, but at its ii- 
legal aceoin paniments. He said an injunction 
would lie in a case of strike for four 
things: toforbidinterference with destruction 
of property; to forbid interference, by force 
or intimidation, with men who remained at 
work; to forbid interference, by force or in- 
timidation, with men who wished to 
go to work; and to forbid such 
strikes as were in their nature unlav. 
ful. That is, he explained, an injunction 
would lie to prevent any one from inciting 
others to strike for sympathetic reasons. He 
cited at length the Ann Arbor case, in which 
Judge Taft enjoined Chief Arthur of the Lo- 
comotive Brotnerhood from inciting a sympa- 
thetic strike on the Pennsyivania road. 

Mr. Bowers said Judges had granted in- 
junctions against strikers because there was 
no remeiy at law. Damage suits 
were unavailing against large numbers of 
people who had no property. Just as vain 
would it be to clog the courts with thousands 
of criminal prosecations. The damage could 
not be partitioned among the offenagers, and 
the criminal trials would suspend all other 
administration of eriminal justice. 

Mr. Bowers was foflowed in several brilli- 
iantand pungent eight-minute speeches by 
Miles M. Dawson. C. 8. Darrow, A. W. 
Wright, Willis J. Abbott, and Joseph B. 
Mann. Mr. Bowers then made a brief re- 
joinder.

“Protectives” Start on New Board. 


Immediately on the organization of the board 
the Protective committee turned its engines of 
villification for the time away from the ola board 
and directed them at the new board. It alleged 
that the new directors were mere dummies of the 
old board.

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RATE DISORIMINATIONS THAT HURT 


IT AS A TRADE OENTER. 


Sulit Brought by Chicago Freight Bureau 


Suggests Instances of Favoritism for 
New YorkeCheaper to Carty Grain 
ffem Western Points Around This City 
than Through IteDisad vantage Caused 
by the $2 Terminal Charge=Concession 
of Eastern Lines Has Helped Them. 


Reeent action brought by the Chicago 


| Freight Bureau before the Inter-State Com- 
_merce Commission, based upon alleged dis- 


criminations in rates to Southern territory in 
favor of New York and against Chicago, 
is only one instance of the unenviable posi- 
tion in which the Chicago merchants find 
themselves today, owmg to the concessions 
which have been made by various competing 
roads from territory and cities which are 
striving to divest Chicago of its supremacy as 
a trade center. 

Either the roads centering in Chicago have 
been unable to prevent this discrimination, 
or have weakly permitted their own interests 
and thé interests of Chicago to suffer for the 
sake of peace and harmony on some smaller 
question. If Chicago today stood on a level 
asi us to rates, compared with other citiea, 
her trade would be enormously increased. 

Aside from the discrimination in the South- 
ern territory as sompared with New York 
rates Chicago has to contend with a serious 
discrimination in favor of Western points. On 
grain, for instance, the rate from the Mis- 
souri River, by way of the Mississippi River, 
around Chicago, is 38 certs, while the sum of 
the two locais from the Missouri to Chicago 
and Chicago to New York is 40 cents, a dif- 
ference of two cents a 100 pounds. On live 
cattlé the rate from the Missouri River by 
way of the Mississippi River to New York is 
47% cents a 100 pounds, and the sum of the 
two locals from the Missouri River by way of 
Chicago to New York is 514¢_ cents,a differ- 
ence of 3% cents a 100 pounds. On hogs 
the differencé is 2 Certs against Chicago a 
100 pounds and on sheep 2 / centse—this not- 
withstanding the fact that it costs the rail- 
roads less money to take the property through 
Chicago than around. 


Another Discrimination. 


It is only a question of time how long the 
Chicago trade can survive under these. cir- 
cumstances. In addition to the above there 
now exists another serious discrimination 
against the Chicago trade, which has been 
brought about by a controversy existing be- 
tween the Union Stotk-Yards company of 
Chicago, which controls an important trans- 
fer system of tracks, and the railroads cen- 
tering in this city. For many years the affairs 
of the Union Stock-Yards company were di- 
rected by railroad managers and the rates for 
track service were fixed, presumably, in ac- 
cordance with the idea of favoring the rail- 
roads as much as was possible. Under this 
arrangement the dead freight paid rates of 
trackage at Hrst as high as 50 cents a car, but 
this was in 1887 reduced dy the authority of 
the railroad directors to 40 cents a car each 


way. 

A change taking place in the directory of 
the Stock- Yards company, it was found the 
trackage received from the dead freight paid 
scarcely 1 per cent over the expenses of main- 
taining che ninety miles of intricate switches 
and sidings, and it was determined no logical 
reason existed why the same trackage should 
not be collected upon Hve stock cars as was 
already collected upoa dead freight. 

This proposition the railroads violently op- 
posed, claiming that in return for bringing 
the cattle to the yards they should have the 
right to use the tracks free of expense, the 
same as heretofore. The railroads ftirther 
claimed it was by agreement or contract that 
they enjoyed this right to use the tracks with- 
out charge. The Stock-Yards management, 
ho vever, denied this in toto, and the fact that 
the railroads immediately paid the charge as 
soon as imposed, without further objection, 
showed their claim of a previous contract or 
understanding to the effect that the tracks 
should be free to the live stock cars had no 
substantial foundation. 

The railroads by this action of the Stock- 
Yards were now placed in the possession of a 
new expense upon live stock traffic delivered 
at the Union Stock-Yards amounting to 80 
cents a car on the majority of the roads and 
$1.50 on twoofthe roads, or an average 
charge upon stock cars entering and leaving 
the yards of a trifle over $1. 

In retaliation against the Stock-Yards for 
their action in imposing this charge the rail- 
roads immediately promulgated a terminal 
charge of $2 a car upon all live stock enter- 
ing or leaving the yards upon the Western 
lines and $1 a car on the Eastern lines. They 
also placed a charge of $2 upon all dead 
freight entermg or leaving the yards, although 
no charges whatever had been made in ‘the 
churges of the Stock-Yards company against 
dead freight. 

Profits from the Charges. 

The motive of placing these charges upon 
the packing-house and live stock business of 
the Union Stock- Yards is hard to explain, ex- 
cept upon the basis that the rdilroads desired 
to make a large profit out of their con- 
troversy with the stock-yards. If the _raul-

Eastern Managers to Maintain Rates, Give 
No Passes, and Behave Them«elvés. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oet. 25.—The Central 
Traffic Association this morning adopted reso- 
lutions providing for the appointment of com- 
mittees for the maintenance of freight rates 
and for.a confefence with the Trunk Line 
Association in regard to the matter of rates.

MAY NOT PAY EXCESSIVE COMMISSIONS. 


Reductions in Immigrant Rates 
Likely to Be Made. 

I: is now probable the proposition of the 
Western General Passenger Agents to pay ex- 
cessive commissions to immigrant agents at 
New York in order to meet the competition of 
the Canadian Pacific on immigrant business 
from New York to the West will be reconsid- 
ered at today’s meeting. Several of the mem- 
bers of the Advisory committee agree with 
Tue Traipune that the payment of excessive 
commissions to outsiders would not only be 
unjust to the immigrants, but would havea 
demoralizi effect and hurt the Western 
roads more than the Canadian Pacific. They 
also agree that the proper thing to do in this 
fight with the Canadian Pacific is to make an 
open reduction in immigrant rates and give 
everybody the benefit of the cut, and an effort 
will be made to commit the Advisory com- 
mittee to such action today. It is belie 
that the trouble has been greatly exaggerated 
by the immigrant agents, so as to induce the 
Western lines to pay them exorbitant com- 
missions on the business they claim to con- 
trol. 


CHICAGO GREAT WESTERN WILL JOIN. 


Open 


Has Agreed te Become a Member of the 
; Western Trunk Line Pool. 

When the Western railroads formed their 
pool on freight traffic to and from Missduri 
River points in St. Louis last week the Chi- 
cago Great Western was the only road not 
represented. It looks now as if the efforts 
lately made to induce the Chicago Great 
Western to join will be successful. While 
this company believes the new pool will not 
be a howling success and to stay out of it 
would secure it support and good-will of 
shippers, yet it feels inclined to become a 
member, if the desired percentage of busi- 
ness is granted, because a refusal to do so 
night cause c emoralization in rates and loss 
of revenue. General Freight Agent P. C. 
Stohr of the Chicago Great Western has been 
in conference with the Western trunk line 
committee for the last two days and, it is 
understood, an agreement has been reached 
whereby the Chicago Great Western will be- 
come a member of the pool. 


Chinese-Asiatic Rates Cut. 

Request is made by W. G. Neimyer, General 
Western Agent of the Southern Pacific at Chica- 
go, to assist and cOoperate with his company in 
meeting the competition of the North Pacific 
coast lines on Chinese-Asiatic travel. The 
revenue derived from the gale of such tickets is 
to bo divided among all the lines interested, in- 
cluding the steamship company, on a basis of 
pro-rata proportion of tariff rate by way of the 
route traversed in effect at time of sale. The 
situation regarding this business from Chicago 
is that while combination of tariff rates. second 
class rail to San Francisco and Asiatic steerage, 
thence to Hongkong is 698.50, via Vancouver 
$93.50, and via Tatoma #97.50, the actual sell- 
ing rate via North Pacific coast routes has been 
much lower, ranging from $75 to $68.

The Board of Education of Chicago is con- 


trolled by a clique composed of a majority 
of its members. The object this clique has 


in view is the engineering of jobs through the 


board and the methods by which it compasses 
this object are what are called“ street-curner 
reports from the committees, and the su 
pression of all criticism, discussion, and ob- 
jection by a system of insults and brow- 
beating. . 

In every deliberative body which has much 
business before it most of the practical work 
is done by the committees, and much trust is 
reposed in them. The theory is they make 
original investigations and hold long discus- 


4 sions over every matter on whieh they report, 


and they know so much more about it than 
any one member that it is generally a waste 
of time to scrutinize their work. But as a 
matter of fact, in the Board of Education at 
least, what purports to be the report of a com- 
mittee often really represents nothing but a 
scheming minority intent on a job. 

When the Board of Education clique wishes 
te put through a job in defiance of the appro- 
priate committee some cliqus- man on the 
comunittee writes out a report making the de- 
sired recommendation to the board and takes 
it around the streets, presenting it to the other 
clique members of the committee as 
he happens to meet them on the 
street corners. When he has se- 
cured. several signatures in this way 
he presents it to the board asa report of the 
committee, and the board, relying on the 
honesty and industry of the committee, 
adopts the report without saying a word. If 
a non-clique member of the committee un- 
dertakes to oppose the adoption of the report, 
and to expose the way it was manufactured, 
be is nagged with questions and called to 
order until he is forced to shut up and sit 
down. Many are the schemes that have been 
put through the board in this way, and two 
or three examples will serve to illustrate the 
clique’s methods. 

Several weeks ago in the Committee on 
School Management Mr. Thornton made a 
motion to appoint ope additional Assistant 
Superintendent and to appoint to the new po- 
sition Principal Spear of the Moseley School. 
The motion was so stubbornly fought by the 
non-clique members of the committee ta 
vote could not be taken on it. But soo after- 
ward a written report recommending this 
action was circulated outside for signatures and 
then presented to the board, This was a case 
in which the game did not work. Objection 
being made to immediate action, the report 
had to lie over. It lies over yet, and ought to 
lie over forever. 


Assistant Superintendents. 


The board now employs the following eight 
Assistant Superintendents: Alfred Kirk, 
artney, Edward S. Delano, 

James Hannan, Leslie 

Young, and A. F. 

Nightingale. They are elected by 
the board Jan. 1 for one year. The salary of 
the position is $3,500 for the first year and 
$4,000 for each subsequent year. When such 
an office is to be filled the only honest way to 
do it is, of course, to afford time and oppor - 
tunity for any number of nominations and a 
full and free discussion of the comparative 
merits of the nominees, and then to have 
an honest ballot. That is what is always 
done when the object is to fill the office 
with a capable man. But in the present 
case the object was to bleed the taxpayers of 
the city to the extent of $4,000 for the bene- 
fit of Mr. Spear and Mr. Thornton, and there- 
fore the case called for a different procedure. 

This community is not so innocent and so 
forgetful as to have forgotten the relations 
existing between Mr. Thornton and Mr, 
Spear. Every one knows of the ferocious 
attack made a year ago on Prof. Parker 
of the Normal School by Mr. Thornton, 
and every one knows he got his thunder 
from Mr. Spear, who was formerly employed 
at the Normal School, Mr. Thornton wis 
Mr. Spear to stick a knife into his former as- 
sociate and to twist it around, and Mr. Spear 
was willing to do it. He was also willing to 
accept from Mr. Thornton any reward of 
merit which Mr. Thornton might give him at 
the public expense; and it was to reward his 
tool with the 8 substance that Mr. 
Thornton worked, or tried to work, this 
Assistant Superintendency game. Everybody 
knows that. 

If there had been any need for an addition- 
al Assistant Superintendent it would have 
been indicated by the complaints of the pres- 
ent incumbents that they were overworked, 
and by the appeal of the Superintendent for 
help. But there was nothing of the kind. Mr. 
Thornton simply wanted to make the taxpay- 
ers discharge the obligation he was under to 
Mr. Spear, and the clique stood ready to se- 
cure that, and without regard to the wishes of 
the committee.
